BBITISH COLUMBIA'S C.\SE. 

The intelligcnco wo publish this even- 
ing fully contirnis all wo have said re- 
specting the sentiments of tho British 
Colmubians regarding Mr. Mackenzie's 
I'olicy, and there can be no longer any 
i|iiestion that tho proposed broach of tlio 
Terms of Union has aroused a feeling 
of hostility to tlie presiMit Government 
which threatons the existence of the Do- 
minion. Tho letter «f the Hon. Dr. 
llelmckon to the people of tho Province 
appeared in tho Byitlsh Colonist of the 
23rd Jiiunary. On the following day the

No ono could say 
that such woulil bo a fall equivalent for 
the [irumpt and faithful fuldlmcnt of the 
railway covenant; and no one could, there- 
fore, say that it would be too maob for 
British Columbia to demand or Canada to 
concede."
